main throughout life the basic and most 
readily utilized methods seeking satisfac- 
tion.

Some Conclusions 


For the healthy and normal 
ment the individual child all 
and worth-while interests should fos- 
tered, not stifled, for from these that 
sound vocational interests grow.

Vocational interests should studied 
part the make-up the total per- 
sonality and such merit consideration 
equal that given emotional, social, 
and intellectual maturation.

The present-day methods measuring 
interests their vocational implications 
would seem almost accurate 
that measuring intelligence. Yet, this 
measurement such that indicates in- 
terest certain types work and general 
areas human occupation rather than 
individual and specific jobs 
sions. other words, the general pattern 
interests can, with relatively high de- 
gree certainty, ascertained. 

Studies expressed vocational choices 
can, with some degree validity, used 
testing the accuracy measured in- 
terests and vice-versa. 

Vocational choices, such, and 
pecially those made during early years are 
greatly influenced the prestige values 
attached the various vocations and 
occupations. 

Ultimately the wise choice vocation 
must take into account intelligence, family 
and educational backgrounds, and the en- 
tire personality which interests consti- 
tute important part.

Most Reverend Bartholomew Eustace, 
the host the 50th Annual Convention 
the N.C.E.A., was installed the first 
Bishop the newly created Diocese 
Camden 1938. the time his in- 
stallation, Bishop Eustace took possession 
diocese with elementary schools 
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and six secondary schools with 
Catholic school population 12,092, 
that number 10,334 were the elementary 
schools and 1758 were the secondary 
schools. 

Under the zealous leadership Bishop 
Eustace, the number elementary schools 
the Diocese Camden has increased 
39, and four new high schools have been 
established. The Diocese Camden cur- 
rently has 19,819 pupils the elementary 
schools and 3124 pupils the se: ondary 
schools. Thus, during the episcopacy the 
first Bishop Camden, the school 
population the diocese has almost 
doubled. 

The Diocese Camden composed pri- 
marily non-urban parishes. The city 
Camden, however, has nine 
schools with enrollment 5512 pupils. 
Two four-year high schools have student 
body 1648. There also two- 
year business school for girls with 136 
pupils. The 7160 children attending Cath- 
clic schools within the City Camden 
constitute approximately one third the 
total school enrollment the Diocese. 

Atlantic City the second largest center

Camden the number children re- 
ceiving their education under Catholic aus- 
pices.

Mary the Angels Academy, Haddonfield, 
high school for girls, owned and operated 
the Franciscan Sisters Allegany, New 
York, and Mother the Savior Seminary, 
Blackwood, minor preparatory seminary 
for the Salvatorian Fathers. 

The parochial elementary and secondary 
schools are ably staffed seventeen differ- 
ent communities teaching Sisters.

Results the pleas, during recent years, 
both religious and laymen for workable 
program ideas encouraging modern youth 
toward the religious life are evident through 
the following two outstanding examples. 


Institute Vocations 


First Institute Religious Vocations 
was held the Archdiocese New Orleans 
Saturday, March 1952, with more than 
1000 priests, religious, parents, and students 
attending. Assembling Holy Name Jesus 
Church and Auditorium, New Orleans, La., 
they began their one-day vocations institute 
with Holy Mass, then continued through- 
out the day meeting general sessions and 
sectional meetings, closing 3:00 p.m. with 
Benediction. General sessions included dis- 
courses “Religious Vocations and the Fu- 
ture Schools,” symposium “Mo- 
tives for Religious Vocations,” and “Religious 
Vocations and Our Catholic Parents.” Sec- 
tional meetings discussed “Vocations the 
“Vocations and the Modern Girl,” 
Teaching Brotherhoods.” Time was allowed 
for discussion period the afternoon. 


Archdiocesan Commission 


The second example that the Arch- 
diocese Los Angeles, which created 
Archdiocesan Commission Vocations, last 
May, and plans organized, added emphasis 
vocations through “Vocations Week” 
project during the second week March 
every year. The project will comprise special 
sermons preached all parishes with 
emphasis the responsibility parents 
fostering vocations, crusades prayer all 
schools, with each student receiving voca- 
tions prayer card, parish priests speaking 
elementary and high schools, supplemented 
with the use films and reading material 
the direction. series essay con- 
tests for all grades under consideration. 
This “Vocations Week” project typical 
similar activities other dioceses and arch- 
dioceses. Other interesting and unusual activi- 
ties follow.

ions with regard their children’s vocations, 
answering such questions as: what age 
the first signs vocation appear? wise 
coax boy girl into religious life? What 
the cause for the shortage vocations? 
And they successfully refuted the statement 


that, since good people are needed the 
world, person can greater service 
the Church remaining there than en- 
tering religion. 

The Serra Clubs across the country are 
very active along these lines, one their 
main purposes being the fostering vocations 
their locale.

rollment rose from 5 per cent to 8.1 per cent of the 
total U. S. high school enrollment, we assume that most 
of this growth will continue during the next decade, 
1950-60. 


the factors which have been responsible for 
growth date will continue operate 
the past. The number Catholic adolescents 
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high school age will not larger than 
present until 1954. The larger number Cath- 
olics high school age 1954 will merely 
reflect the higher birth rate which manifested 
itself beginning 1940. The number Cath- 
olics high school freshman age will 
larger each year until September, 1961, when 
high schools will besieged with corre- 
spondingly larger number first-year appli- 
cants than any previous September. still 
larger number will hand September, 
1962.

Sarah and Dennis looked 
very sheepish. threatened cancel recess 
privileges the class did not work. told 
Sarah and Dennis that their privileges for 
that afternoon were canceled. had hard 
work keep smile from face 
strange quiet settled over the room. The quiet 
was strange contrast with what had been 
going just little while before.

Impressing 
upon Sarah and Dennis and others, however, 
the fact that they must obey their teachers 
parental job first.

Once 
taught sophomore high school geometry 
class (who had met before, course, 
grammar school), and then taught the same 
girls seniors trigonometry two years 
later. that time square root was dim 
memory, particularly with horrors! deci- 
mal points!

Perhaps this should entitled, “What the 
college expects from the grammar school.” 
Decimals seem present the greatest stum- 
bling block. The pupils learn grammar 
school that change number expressed 
decimal per cent, one moves the decimal 
point two places the right and affixes 
per cent sign.

There are two kinds actual sin: mortal sin and venial sin. 

Mortal sin grievous offense against the law God. 
called mortal, which means deadly, because deprives your soul 
sanctifying grace. addition, mortal sin makes your soul 
enemy God. takes away the merit all your good actions. 
deprives you the right everlasting happiness heaven 
and makes you deserving everlasting punishment hell. 
make sin mortal three things are necessary: (1) The thought, 
desire, word, action, omission must seriously wrong con- 
sidered seriously wrong; (2) you must mindful the serious 
wrong; (3) you must fully consent it. 

Venial sin less serious offense against the law God. 
does not deprive your soul sanctifying grace, and can 
pardoned even without sacramental confession. sin venial 
when the evil done not seriously wrong, seriously wrong 
but you sincerely believe only slightly wrong, you not 
give full consent it. Venial sin harms you making you less 
fervent the service God. weakens your power resist 
mortal sin and makes you deserving God’s punishments this 
life purgatory. 

You can keep from committing sin: (1) praying and re- 
ceiving the sacraments often, (2) remembering that God 
always with you; (3) recalling that your body temple 
the Holy Ghost; (4) keeping occupied with work and 
(5) promptly resisting the sources sin within you; (6) 
avoiding the near occasions sin. 

The capital sins are the chief sources the sins which you 
commit yourself. They are: pride, covetousness, lust, anger, glut- 
tony, envy, and sloth. They are called capital sins because they 
are the chief reasons why men commit sin. 

The near occasions sin are all persons, places, things that 
may easily lead you into sin.

Those sciences 
which are properly and principally deductive will 
naturally employ definitions more than sciences 
which are principally inductive. The accuracy 
conclusions deductive science direct pro- 
Portion the precision its definitions.

Precise definitions and exact divisions and dem- 
onstrations are used tools solve problems, 
not avoid them. The specific purpose these 
devices make things intelligible. One who 
abuses these methods obfuscate issues and 
elude implications charlatan who lacks 
tellectual integrity.

day. Mr. Fitzpatrick desires vindication 
the methods have employed, refer him 
these antecedents. progress made as- 
sassinating the greatest minds history. 

his fifth sentence, Mr. Fitzpatrick says: 
“Father Donlon (sic) his book says that 
philosophy can make adequate statement 
Catholic education; there only theology 
Catholic education.” This exact statement 
view. brief demonstration the posi- 
tion made the beginning these remarks. 

However, should not inferred, nor could 
reading the book under discussion, that 
philosophy has contribution make toward 
educational theory and practice.

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St. Patrick’s Day 1952 was mem- 
orable occasion for St. Patrick’s Parish 
Dubuque, Iowa; was the dedication day 
for the new parish school. was trium- 
phant occasion, celebrating triumph over 
real difficulties. new school building was 
necessary and the site available was lot 
only 118 154 feet bordered two busy 
city streets. more serious complication 
was the fact that, two years ago, creek 
was flowing through the lot and the sub- 
soil consists exceptionally loose silts and 
sands the old creek bed. Moreover both 
the school and parish needs demanded that 
large portion the building given 
modern gymnasium-auditorium. 

Because the limited lot and space-con- 
suming requirements the 
gymnasium, was apparent from the be- 
ginning that the classroom section would 
three stories. stabilize this structure 
the uncertain foundation material, 
all-welded steel frame was selected. The 
steel transfers the loads 172 tapered 
concrete piles driven into the silty subsoil. 
this manner, excessive 
settlement eliminated, thereby achieving 
building sound, maintenance-free con- 
struction. 

The exterior surfacing light blend 
brick combined with both glare reducing 
and transparent glass. The classroom sec- 
tion the east side the building has 
three floors continuous glazing alumi- 
num sash. Forming dramatic focal point 
the entrance the corridor separating 
the classrooms from the auditorium and 
administration section, slender Bedford 
Limestone Cross rises graciously and well 
contained within its framework, throughout 
the three floors. 

Functionally, the building divided into 
the classroom portion and the auditorium- 
gymnasium portion with its adjacent facil- 
ities. The auditorium can entered di- 
rectly from the lobby and the same time 
completely isolated from the 
rooms. For handling parish socials, the 
auditorium used, together with its gen- 
erous and well equipped kitchen, and table 
and chair storage conveniently located 
the side walls. The finished floor maple 
over sleepers resting upon 4-inch water- 
proof concrete mat. The storage walls, rear 
wainscot, and entire stage end are finished 
panelled system red oak plywood. 
Through system perforations the 
paneling, music from the electric organs 
will permeate the space. Because wide 
viewing window, the general purpose room 
the second floor becomes extension 
the auditorium. the opposite end are 
located shower rooms for both boys and 
girls. 

While the auditorium-gymnasium and 
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its adjacent spaces consume sizable 
amount the limited lot and almost elimi- 
nate ground-level play space, they re- 
deem themselves providing spacious 
roof deck. This deck, opening out from the 
third-floor corridor, surfaced with quarry 
tile, thus providing all weather play- 
ground far above the dangerous streets. 

The classroom portion separated from 
the auditorium corridor surfaced with 
green rubber tile harmony with the 
mottle green glazed tile the walls. The 
flooring tile the corridor carries into the 
rooms where combined with beige into 
colorful pattern. Since sky glare would 
have resulted from such extensive use 
glass, the upper three fourths the win- 
dows glazed with blue-green diffusing 
glass. Artificially, the rooms are lighted 
fluorescent fixtures. Opposite the window 
wall the rooms utility wall which, 
addition providing sound barrier 
from the corridor, houses the cloak ward- 
robe, sink work unit, teacher’s closet, and 
supply locker. All classrooms are provided 
with green glass chalkboard and cork 
bulletin board mounted aluminum trim 
both front and rear walls. balance 
the sound-reflective surfaces the glass 
windows and chalkboard, acoustic tile 
used the ceilings. 

The building heated steam piped 
from central boiler room. There 
basement, but tunnels for the steam pipes 
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The Auditorium-Gymnasium the street level. The cabinets along the side 
walls provide storage space for tables and chairs. Their doors and paneling 
the front and rear walls red oak plywood. Perforations two panels 
front admit music and announcements. Heat comes through the two louvres 
shown above the perforated panels.The maple floor laid sleepers above 
four-inch waterproof concrete mat. All ceilings are covered with acoustical tile.

The verse-speaking, choir comes the res- 
cue. Its effectiveness has been proved from 
the primary the college level. Just what 
choral speaking group? may defined 
balanced group voices speaking poetry 
other rhythmic literature with unity and 
beauty that comes thinking and feeling 
one. The advantages this type work 
may listed follows: 

develops confidence the timid child 
and subdues the aggressive one. 

standing words, agility expression, and 
love poetry. 

affords the character-building experi- 
ence group effort for common goal. 

the primary and elementary level are 
concerned with four major types choric 
work; namely, unison, antiphonal, cumulative, 
and refrain. 

Unison work the simplest form. The chil- 
dren have been speaking unison since they 
have been able recite “Mother Goose.” 
Therefore, this type becomes effective 
starting point. Let’s try this rousing march 
from “Mother Goose”:
